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21ST GAME CONFERENCE. 

The annual conference of the con- 
servationists of the United States and 
Canada was held in New York last 
January. In the words of the chair- 
man of the conference, Hoyes Lloyd, 
supervisor of wild life protection in 
Canada, “the game conference now 
comes of age.” 

The benefits of these conferences, 
especially to executives and adminis- 
trators in conservation work, can 
hardly be estimated. The published 
transactions of the last session have 
just been received in Atlanta and for 
the next few days I want to take a 
few of the more significant papers 
under consideration for the benefit 
of those who have not yet purchased 
their copies. 

The roster of officers of the con- 
ference is in effect a roll call of 
American conservation leaders. Not 
all of the ieading men, of course, can 
be represented in such a small list, 
but those who steered the last con- 
ference to its most successful climax 
are pioneers of conservation thought 
and action. The chairman of the 
conference, as we said before, was 
Hoyes Lloyd. Vice chairmen included 
Aldo Leopold, professor of game man- 
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agement of the University of Wiscon- 
sin; Guy Amsler, of the Arkansas 
State Game Commission; William L. 
Finley, the famous wild life photog- 
rapher and naturalist, and Raymond 
J. Kenney, of Massachusetts. Mar- 
Shall Mclean, of New York, was 
treasurer, and Seth Gordon, president 
of the American Game Association, 
under the auspices of which the con- 
ference is held, acted as secretary.

IN AMERICAN PRISONS 


First White Woman Hanged 
in Delaware; Millens, 
Pal Pay Penalty.

Eight prisoners, among them a 
grandmother and her 27-year-old son, 
were put to death yesterday for 
crimes against society. 

Praying forgiveness, Mrs. Mary H. 
Carey, the first white woman to be 
hanged in Delaware, died on the gal- 
lows in the fog-shrouded Sussex coun- 
ty jailyard. 

Following the 55-year-old  grand- 
mother to her death, Howard, her 
firstborn, went to his death, praying 
-and protesting mildly.

ert Hitchens, seven years ago, 
his $2,000 life insurance.
